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CARNAIGRE CULTURE. 


The cultivslioii ol cnrnaigro is begii 


ning to attract attention in the sont 
western part of the United States. It 
a plant from the roots of winch tanni 
is extracted, and is used in the manu 
(•ctnro of leather ae n eubstitute for oa 
and hemlock bark. The roots have 
resemblance to ewcet potatoes, but ai 
tougher in texture. The plant grow 
wild in Arizona, Nevada, New Mexic 
Mexico, and in the southern part of Ca 
iforn.it. Considerable quantities of tl 
roots have been gathered from wil 
lands and sold to tanneries; but the 111 
live soil of the root is usually remol 
from railroads, because it grown best i 
the bottoms of canyons and in the sane 
of dry river beds. For this reaaon it 
expensive to gather the wild produc 
which eelle for not more than $40 a to 
when dried and delivered in market. 


The demand is not great nt presen 


but there ia no cause why the marke 
might not be largely extended. Ther 
are comparatively few places in th 
world whore carnaigre can he grown 
and the favored districts would have 
monopoly. The plant as it grows in its 
wild state could not be depended upo 
to supply the market. It would have t 
be cultivated. Experiments nre now 
being made along that line, ami the re 
raits BO far show that the growing of th 
plant would be profitable. 


It does well on land not suited to or 


dinary forming, but doe§ equally we! 
on better grades of soil. It is hardy 
and

in

with email 
water 
supply nnd 
n< 


great 
amount 
of 
cultivation. 
It 


flourishes on six inches of water a year 
and needs no care except to looaen th 
aoil occasionally, and see that it is no 
overrun by weeds. In New Mexico 
where success lias attended the oxj 
ment, it is planted in the fall and earl; 
winter. One planting docs for all time 
as the harvesting of the larger roots does 
not destroy the smaller ones which a 
once begin to grow and Boon produce 
another crop. Harvest may begin al 
any time, but the roots are richest in 
tannin just before the new growl I 
begins. If from any cause the digging 
of the roots is postponed, no harm re- 
salts, but they grow from yeur to year 
indefinitely, becoming better all the 
time. 


The San Joaquin valley, and espe- 


cially Fresno county, ie suited to the 
culture of the plant, and experiments 
have been made near this city whict 
were entirely satisfactory. There is a 
wide field for the business here. It 
would be a mistake to expect a fortune 
at once. The proGts would doubtless 
be large but not enormous. It would 
add one more industry to this valley, 
and with pioper attention it could be 
made valuable. 


A 
SUGGESTIVE COMPARISON

Economist Stephen X. Noble gives the 
following comparison of prices paid for 
cotton under Republican and Demo- 
cratic majorities:

In 1884 Cleveland was elected. The 


house stood 184 Democrats to 140 lie- 
publicans. A Democratic house, and 
cotton declined to 11 j« cents. 


In 1886 the house stood 170 Democrats 


to 161 Republicans. 
A Democratic 


house and cotton went to 9 9-1C 
cents. 


Cleveland boom prices. 


In 1888 Harrison was elected. The 


house stood 150 Democrats to 173 Re- 
publicans. 
A Republican house, and 


house nnd cotton advanced to 11% cents. 


In 1890 the house stood 235 Demo- 


crats to 88 Republicans. The price went 
to 6% cents. These prices are quoted 
from Alfred B. Stephenson, Cotton Ex- 
change, New York, and are New York 
prices. 


Cotton sold before the war, under ab- 


solute Democratic rule, as low us 3X 
centa per pound. 


It will, of course, bo argued by the 


free traders that politics or political poli- 
cies had nothing to do with these prices 
bnt where Democratic majorities have 
invariably and for so long a period been 
accompanied by reduced returns to the 
producers of this raw material, it cer- 
tainly indicates very strongly that it bai 
not "just 
happened so," but that

mits as are shown by the record of the 
cotton market.

It is intended, no 
doubt, to represent, in this case, tin 
word Circulo which means "circle.' 
Del is a contraction of the Spanish words 
de (of) and el (the). Cordero issynony 
moua with "lamb" in English. 


J-ne classmate states that Cordero 


means "lamha," which is wrong am 
should have been so recognized by the 
pupil. As used in the title it is singular 
and needs "S" to make it conform to 
plural of the translation. Again, when 
the noun IB plural, in Spanish, all quali- 
fying words must conform to it in num- 
ber: hence, the title is additionally im- 
perfect iu that it uses del (singular) in- 
stead of de los (plural) to agree with 
Corderos (lambs). Tho club should bo 
then, "El Circulo do los Corderos."

The board ot supervisors held their 


Jaat meeting for the cloeiug year yester- 
day and iiiijourtHJil to meet on January 
3d, ivlteu the new board will be in- 
stalled. The changes will be Mr. Onr- 
rett for Mr. LVstcr in the first district, 
ami Mr. Hose for Mr. Uutlcr in the 
fourth. Jlolh the new members are 
Jlepublicau, and the new board will 
coiisiat of three Republicans ami two 
Democrats. 


An effort was made to have a meeting 


of the board on December 28th, but Mr. 
Wickerelmm eaid he would be unable to 
attend, and tbo motion to have a meet- 
ing on the date named, made by Mr. 
Foster, failed to find a recond. 


The board spent the entire day pat, 


ing on bills and allowing claims, includ- 
ing one of MJ5 to W. Hoakine for a road 
contract. 


In response to a request from Chair- 


man Letcher, Assistant District Attor- 
ney Merriam submitted the following 
opinion on the creation of iudebtedur— 
in the road districts: 


Hon. F. F. Letcher, Chairman of the 


Board of Supervisors:—Article Xt, sec- 
tion 18 of the constitution provides thai 
no county shall incur indebtedness or 
liability in any manner or for any pur- 
pose exceeding in any way the income 
and revenue provided for it for each 
year. This provision applies to any in- 
debtedness created by the board of su- 
pervisors of the Bounty for road dia- 
tricta, although road districts are not 
mentioned in the enumeration of cor- 
porations or quasi corporations subject 
to the constitutional restriction. 


By sectione 3043 nnd 2l>45 of the politi- 


cal code and sub-division 4 of section 25 
of the county 
government act, the 


boards ot supervisors and especially the 
road commissioners in their respective 
districts, have the right to employ all 
labor required upon public roads, direct 
the conduct of such work and generally 
to make contracts. 


By eection 2051 of the political code, 


boards of supervisors have no power to 
create a debt on any road district in ex- 
cess of the estimated amount of receipts 
of euch district for the current year. By 
the "current year" is meant the fiscal. 
The fiscal year is also meant in the con- 
stitutional provisions above quoted and 
in all places where the year ie mentioned 
in connection with the financial man- 
agement of the county and state. 


All contracts, payments and liability 


to pay made in violation of this restric- 
tion upon the incurring of indebtednesa 
are void. All the officers of the county 
are charged with notice of the condition 
of the treasury of the county and of the 
extent of Hie claims against the same. 


The road commissioner of a road die- 


trict is required to know how mucli 
money is in the treasury to the credit of 
his road district, how much indebted* 
neee hup already been incurred and how 
much money has been provided for his 
dietrict for the fiscal year, and is bound 
not to contract any indebtedness in ex- 
cess of what money Ins district will re- 
ceive during the fiscal year. 


It makes no difference with the power 


of incurring indebtedness whether the 
allotment of the funds has been as above 
stated, beat GO much per month 01 at so 
much for the fiscal year. \Vhetherthe 
amount in each road district be named 
ae a monthly allotment or as a yearly 
one is simply a matter of convenience 
or of figuring with th Board of Super- 
visors. It docs not usslrlctthc power to 
create indebtedness beyond or in addi- 
tion to the restriction created by stat- 
ute. 


The restrict ione which have been men- 


tioned ahovu are the only ones. The 
construction of these restrictions is sim- 
ply that the indebtedness created Gin- 
not exceed thu total income for the fis- 
cal year, but the date or period within 
the year in which the indebtedness may 
be incurred is not restricted. 


It follows that indebtedness may be 


created ogamst a road district when 
there ie not at the time money in the 
funds of the road district to pay it, pro- 
vided that the funde will be there before 
she end of the year.

It 
is ninny yours, you must remember, 
pinco I first succeeded iu milking fnt tli- 
toct from ita olomouts. I do uotoiiythiit 
wo shall sivo you artificial beefsteaks at 
oiK-o, nor do I Bay that wo shall over 
givy you tlio bcofstouk ns wo iiow obtain 
and cook it. Wo shall givo you tho 
sanio iduutiual food, however, chemical- 
ly, diyostivelyand iiutritivoly speaking. 
Its form will differ, because it will 
probably bo n tablet. • But it will bo a 
tablet of any color and shapo that IB du- 
sirod, and will, I thiuk, entirely satisfy 
the epicurean senses of the future, for 
yon must remember that tho beefsteak 
of today -is not tho most perfect of pic- 
tures either in color or composition. " 


"Tea and coffee could now bo mode 


artificially, " continued tho professor, 
"if the necessity should ariae, or tho 
commercial opportunity, through the 
necessary supplementary mechanical in- 
ventions, had been reached. " 


"And what about tobacco?" 
"Tho essential principle of tobacco, 


as you know, is nicotine. We have ob- 
tained pure nicotine, whoso chemical 
constitution is perfectly understood, by 
treating salomino, n natural glncosldo, 
with hydrogen. Synthetic ohemistry has 
not made nicotine directly aa yet, bat it 
has very nearly reached it, and tho la- 
boratory manufacture of nicotiiio may 
fairly bo expected at any time. Conine, 
tho poisonous principle of hemlock, baa 
been made synthetically, and it is so 
close in its constitution to nicotine and 
so clearly of tho same class that only 
its transformation into nicotine remains 
to bo mastered, a problem which is not 
very dilHcult when compared with oth- 
ers which have been solved. The parent 
coiuponud from which tho nicotiiio of 
commerce will bo mode exists largely in 
co;il tar." — From an Interview With 
Professor Bcrtholot, tho JTrouch Chemist, 
in McCluro's Mngoziiio.
